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HE Chamber of Commerce panel dis- 

cussion last week on local industries 
emphasized one thing, namely, that not 
enough is being done to invite the estab- 
lishment of secondary industries in_ the 
Victoria area. By comparison official 
effort on the promotion of tourism is 15 
times greater. Blame can doubtless be 
Jaid at the doors of the chamber itself, of 
the City Hall and of local planning bodies 
much more than the cited apathy of the 
population. Citizens of necessity must 
depend on official groups to: exploit the 
favorable factors of climate and location 
awaiting industrial enterprise. 

Thought of the thousands of children 
who pack local schools makes evident the 
need for as wide a variety of employment 
opportunities as possible if the younger 
generation is not to be forced to leave 
here when school days are over The 
panel discussion mentioned such a poten- 
tial as the growth of Victoria as a finan- 
cial, administrative and lesser industrial 
centre, It may seem far fetched to com- 
pare this area with San Francisco but the 
latter is an example of a city grown rich 
and prosperous without the backing of 
large-scale industrial operations Instead 
ft is a focal point of commercial and 
financial administration combined with its 
shipping and secondary industries

One-Man 


OMMENT on Canada’s peculiar way 
of censoring imported literature has 
been revived through the banning of a 
book about life in a New England town, 
which Revenue Minister McCann has 
banned as indecent and immoral. Dr. 
McCann has forbidden the entry of this 
book into Canada by virtue of his power 
under tariff regulations banning the im- 
portation of any printed matter so classi- 
fied, His authority is absolute, and it 
thus becomes an offence for a traveller 
or anyone else to bring a copy of the book 
into the country. 

The incident is not unusual, but has 
aroused attention because there is some 
discussion — provoked, one may suspect, 
as a ruse to stimulate sales—as to whether 
the book is or is not indecent. As far 
as Canadians are concerned, however, the 
ban serves as another reminder that they 
have a one-man censorship authority to 
decide what they may and may not read. 
No doubt the minister at times acts on 
the advice of his permanent staff, but in 
this instance it is reported that Dr. 
McCann himself read the book and decided

A community must either go 
forward or backward, it cannot stand still, 
and there is obvious need of an agency 
charged specifically with attracting the 
diversified enterprise in which lies Vic- 
toria’s best future. The publicity bureau 
has shown what real effort can do when 
properly harnessed to. its object, in its 
case the promotion of tourism. A like 
agency bent on presenting Victoria as an 
industrial and administrative centre, even 
if only on a lesser scale, would probably 
be equally successful.

Perhaps it is, and perhaps the minister 
in excluding the book acted in the best 
interests of the Canadian public. Never- 
theless this system, though simpler and 
more effective than the alternative of 
prosecuting stores selling the book, is open 
to objection because it sets up one minister 
of the Crown (or an official of his depart- 
ment designated for the task) as a censor 
of printed matter; and moreover one 
against whose rulings no appeal is ad- 
mitted. It is not sufficient excuse for the 
perpetuation of such a system that the 
end justifies the means. 

There is as well a peculiar inconsis- 
tency in this regulation so far as the 
protection of public morals is concerned, 
If this book had been printed in Canada 
neither Dr. McCann nor any other minis- 
ter could have done a thing about it, for 
there is no machinery of government 
providing power of censorship as such. 
Because of that section in the tariff regu- 
lations Dr, McCann is able to act as a 
censor without holding an appointment 
as one.

International Accord 


I" pei to bring the pink salmon 
fisheries of the Pacific Coast under the 
jurisdiction. of the international fisheries 
body were furthered last week when 
Canadian and American conferences 
agreed on a draft set of proposals which 
have now gone forward to the respective 
governments at Ottawa and Washington. 
The proposal is to regulate the pink 
shlmon fishery on this coast, second only 
in importance to the sockeye catch, The 
fish use the Fraser River for spawning 
and large quantities of them pass up the 
Strait of Juan de Fuca from sea at the 
spawning season. Heretofore they have 
been unprotected by express regulation, 
although Canadian fleets for some time 
have complained of that. 

While the sockeye, with its excellence 
for canning, is the high-value fish, con- 
siderable tonnages of pinks are taken 
yearly in coastal waters off Vancouver 
Island, Washington and up to the outlet 
of the Fraser River, Last year the value 


of landed pinks was reported in the neigh- 
borhood of $15,000,000. Regulation by 
the International Pacific Salmon Fisheries 
Commission might be aimed at sufficient 
natural escapement for the spawning fish, 
even division of the opportunities for 
catching them within quota or area limits 
and the same degree of supervision which 
applies now to the sockeye runs. Details 
of the formal proposal have not been 
announced, but it is probable that it fol- 
lows the customary formula. 

Canada and the United States have 
done very little bickering over joint fish- 
ing grounds in the last three decades, 
largely by reason of this ability to sit 
down and talk the problems out. Of late 
there has been some contention over off- 
shore catches employing purse seines out- 
side of the territorial waters of both 
nations. In the end, no doubt that too 
will be eliminated by mutual discussion 
and goodwill. The perpetuation of all 
fish stocks is to the common interest of 
both nations.

On paper, this alliance gave Russia the back
